Few scenes are more inspiring 
th a t what one sees from the lap of 
a valley. I have stored away in my 
mind many a valley, from almost 
every quarter of this wonderful con­ 
tinent of ours.

In perhaps the most sweeping re­ 
modeling plan of the IO it lins thus 
far sent to Congress, the Commis­ 
sion urged moving into th a t one 
departm ent all or part of eight other 
government agencies -including the 
Coast Guard and the business ac­ 
tivities of the Maritime Commission. 
The 12-member group on govern­ 
m ent reorganization headed by for­ 
mer President Hoover explained its 
proposal this way:

A "Transportation Service” would 
manage most of the newly-absorbed 
units as well as the W eather Bureau 
and other related offices now in the 
departm ent.
